day n The first alarm came in at 8:59, 
and a(ter an hour and forty minutes the 
“All Out” was sounded. A half hour later the 
alarm ounded again, and the fire de- 
partment this time found the house in flames 
again ing extra damage of from $2500 


to $3000 
The fraternity members had left the house 


at eight in accordance with school regulations, 
and shortly before nine a student in Williams 
hall annex noticed the reflection of the 
flames through the windows of the main 
lounging room on the first floor. He called 
the fire staticn, and Box 42 was sounded at 
8:50 

When the department arrived, the room 


was a mass of flames. The firemen broke 
windows on the first floor to prevent a hot 
air explosion, and after some time Chief 
Charles F. Emerson ordered his forces to 
return to the station, believing the fire 
completely extinguished. 

Special officer Herbert Lyle was left at the 
house, and shortly after everyone else had 
gone the officer saw some sparks and heard a 
crackling. He ran down to Williams hall and 
called the fire station. The Pierce brush fire 
truck was sent up with a few men, and when 
it rounded the corner of Phillips street, 
flames were licking at the eaves of the house, 
Edward Buchan jumped from the truck and 
sounded Box 42, which brought out the 
regular apparatus again at 11:10, 

The fire had started up again in the same 
room, gone through the partition into a room 
on the southwest corner of the second floor, 
and then up into a blind attic. Smoke and 
flames were issuing from the eaves on the 
south side of the building. The fire depart- 
ment had to chop through the slate roof to 
get at the fire in the attic. 

The fire was under control in about a half 
hour, but the apparatus remained on the 
scene until shortly before one. 

The first fire partically ruined the lounging 
room, the hallway and the staircase, and the 
furniture. The damage for this fire was 
estimated at $3500. The second fire badly 
damayed the room en the second floor, char- 
red the attic, and further damaged the inside 
of the house from smoke and water. The 
intense heat blistered the walls of the house 
where the fire did not reach. 

Chief Emerson believes that a lighted 
cigarette left on a desk caused the blaze. 

At the first blaze Fireman William Ross 
sustained a bad cut on his hand which was 
treated by Dr. J. J. Daly. 

The fraternity house was built five years 
ago, with the late John C. Angus playing a 
very important part in the planning cf it.

Street Railway to Try Experiment in Another Com- 


Will in All Probability 


Try It for Shawsheen Village 


The possibility that Andover might in the 
near future have a five-cent fare experiment 
tried between Shawsheen village and An- 
dover square was advanced Monday after- 
noon when a committee representing the 
local Service club interviewed Eastern 
Massachusetts Street Railway officials in 
Boston, The officials, after an informal dis- 
cussion which brought out both sides of the 
question, stated that within a month a large- 
scale five-cent fare experiment is to be tried 
out in a large community for thirty days, and 
if that proves successful, ‘in all probability”

a similar experiment will be tried here. 

This is the first ray of hope for a five-cent 
fare here since the agitation began over a 
year ago. All previous requests, even after 
a special town meeting vote was passed 
overwhelmingly in March, have met with 
flat refusals. 

Albert J. Boardman, vice-president and 
general manager, and Fred A. Cummings, 
vice-president, were the railway representa- 
tives, and the Service club committee in- 
cluded Augustus P. Remington, chairman, 
Everett D. Burton and Elmer J. Grover. 

Mr, Cummings told the committee that 
the railway would lose nearly $50 a week if 
the present passengers were to all pay five 
cents a trip. He stated that the officials did 
not believe that this amount could be made 
up in extra passengers. He told the group, 
however, that the coming five-cent fare 
experiment would have an important bearing 
on the future rate structure of the railway, 
When asked by Mr, Remington if he meant 
that if the other experiment were successful, 
the five-cent fare would in all probability be 
tried here, Mr. Cummings said he'd go even 
farther and say that even if the other ex-

Better Fire Protection | 

| 

When a fire which was believed to 
have been extinguished blazes up again 
within a half hour after the fire depart- 
ment has left the scene, it might possibly 
be called an unfortunate mistake, but 
when the same thing happens twice 
within a few months’ time, it must be a 
sign of carelessness. Only a few months 
ago the fire department left a fire in al 
store on Shawsheen road, only to be} 
called back a short time later because 
the fire had not been completely extin- 
guished. One mistake might be excus- 
able, but when the same thing happens a 
second time as it did last Monday night 
at the P.L.S. house at Phillips academy, 
it makes one wonder if the record of the 


Andover fire department is not being} 


lowered from that which they have 
built up in the last fifteen years. 

The damage from the blaze which 
started up again Monday night is en- 
tirely inexcusable. The P.L.S, house in 
construction was fire-stopped, and after 
the fire department arrived the first 
time, there should have been no trouble 
in putting out the fire once and for all. 
Fire-stopping involves the insertion be- 
tween the floors, above windows, etc., 
of a layer of thick wood, cement or 
metal, the purpose of which is to stop 
any vent and thus keep the fire in 
check until the department arrives. 
It does not stop fires from spreading 
indefinitely; it merely checks the spread 
for a time. Therefore, its usefulness de- 
pends entirely on an effective fire force. 
Lacking this, there is no use in going to 
the extra expense of taking this preeau- 
tion in building.
